J This was years before the Hunt trial in 
which Miss Lorenz testified to the same 
incident. Lutz was present when the opera- 
tive told Ihc story to the investigators. 

The ’’NewsreaT’ investigations conclud- 
ed what th^ “E. Howard Hunt vs The 
SPOTLIGHT" trial had confirmed, that 
government agencies — CIA. FBI. Secret 
Service and perhaps others — were proba- 
bly involved in the assassination and the 
cover-up. 

More Than One **Oswald"7 Could 
there have been more than one ’*Lcc Har- 
vey Oswald"? J. Edgar Hoover thought so. 
He noted the possibility years before the 
assassination.

Our readers, the editors fell, deserved- 
something belter than a "cooked up" ac- 
count that hinged on unproved and un- 
provuble circumstances. 

But. because of a court case brought 
against The SPOTLIGHT by Watergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt, this newspaper 
developed hard evidence relating to the 
murder which had never before been pub- 
licly aired. 

In I9H5. this newspaper published a se- 
ries of stories outlining that evidence- 
naming names, dates and places.

the greatest cover-up in the history of the 
United States. 

• First Hard Evidence. What began as 
a defense against a charge of libel by E. 
Howard Hunt leveled against The SPOT- 
LIGHT and its publisher. Liberty Lobby, 
became the beginning of an investigation 
into the assassination of JFK. Evidence 
developed included a sworn deposition by 
Marita Lorenz, a CIA operative, who trav- 
eled to Dallas' prior to ihc assassination 
where she met Hunt. * 

• Oswald Had "Connections.” Who 
was Lee Harvey Oswald? Few believe ihc 
Warren Commission allegation that he was 
the "lone assassin" of Kennedy. Increas- 
ingly. the commission’s characterization of 
Oswald as a drifter and a man with "no 
rr.re ch*...." is toiftg Iw cnsthbiFiv.

the Soviet Union. Subsequently, the Stale 
Department circulated Hoover’s warning 
in two interdepartmental memos— one on 
June 10. I960 and the other on March 31, 
1961. 

Former Warren Commission lawyer 
David Siawson said: "The interposition of 
an impostor, if (hat happened, is a political 
act." 

He also said that he thought the CIA 
and FBI may have been involved in sup- 
pressing the Hoover memo. 

Richard A. Frank, who was the State 
Department's liaison to the FBI during the 
investigation, said: "When the Oswald file 
suddenly became the object of the most in- 
tensive research and review. Mr. Hoover 
oitu bis r rcnds in the f.-zuiriy o^erziior a; 
State simply made it disappear." 

Significantly, a cover photo purponcdly 
of Oswald, published by “Life" magazine 
on February 21. 1964. has been called a 
composite by experts. Oswald himself said 
that a picture of his face had been super- 
imposed on the rest of the picture. Hours 
later, he was shot by Jack Ruby

ilic same Lee llarvcy Oswald associated 
with the CIA's "Operation 40." 

Members of 0|>craiiun 40 trained in the 
Florida Everglades, in several friendly 
Latin American countries and in Miami 
Tor oven and coven intelligence missions. 

At least one objective of Operation 40 was 
the assassination of Castro. 

Tltc CIA doesn't train people to kill and 
then lose track of them — particularly 
while an operation is viable. Operation 40 
was viable in November of 1963. 

With this iq mind we have two choices: 

1) The man identified as Lee Harvey ' 
Oswald who visited the Cuban and Soviet 
embassies in Mexico shortly before the as- 
sassination of JFK wax not the Lee Hjrvcy 
Oswald wIki was a CIA operative and who

2) CIA agent Lee Harvey Oswald visa- 
ed the embassies in Mexico, then traveled 
to Dallas, arriving well before the Lee

Out whichever way you slice it, there 
arc loo many Lee Harvey Oswalds. 

• Hunt a Disinformation Specialist. 

'E. Howard Hum’s adult life is laced with 
lies (sometimes called fiction, sometimes 
called propaganda, sometimes called dis- 
information and sometimes called per- 
jury). 

Perjury is a felony, and Hunt went to 
prison for lying under oath about his role 
. in Watctgaic. , . 

•• /HumTactive in the CIA from 1949 until\ 
at least 1970, has been named as a pay- « 
master in the secret Miami-to-Dallas oper- 
.** atiort. During his tenure wiih die agency. 
Olliers have testified under oath, he was a 
key figure in "Operation 40." 

A deposition given by Hum during the 
libel trial (won by The SPOTLIGHT) rais- 
cs more questions than it answers about 
the CIAer's role in clandestine operations 
that have been connected with Castro. JFK 
and a man named Lee I iarvey Oswald.

The Mory led to the libel suit by Hunt 
against The SPOTLIGHT and Liberty 
Lobby. 

In a later interview for the radio pro- 
gram. "S|H)diglii on die New*." Marchctti 
answered a number of questions about hix 
original article and his opinions on the 
JFK assassination. 

Marchctti'* article did nut say lltat Hunt 
had murdered JFX. lt did say,iUai.ihc CIA 
owns worried about what would come out ’’ 
during an investigation. 

Marchcui said that he did not feel the 
CIA per se was responsible lor the presi- 
dent's murder. He said, however. 'Tfeel

S witched. Did "Life" magazine par 
ticipate in the Kennedy assassi natio n 
cover-up? (See related Mt^.lWhcThad fh?

"Life’s" issue of October 2, 1964 has j 
scries of photos of the assassination. Hie 
cover of the magazine produced for news- 
stand sales and for home delivery is the 
same except for the cost (35 cents and 25 
cents). But turn to the inside, and there is a 
difference — a very significant difference. 

Both issues of the magazine (home and 
newsstand: same date) contain four frames 
from a movie cameras labeled frames 3, 4. 
5 and 6 respectively. In one issue of the 
magazine, frame No. 6 shows blood and 
brain matter being blown from the hack of 
President Kennedy's head and a person in 
the upper left of the photo. 

Frame 6 in the oilier issue has neither of 
these. It's a completely different picture, 
proving photos were switched Junne ihr 
m'llIlllL 

Those persons familiar with publishing 
know that such a switch cannot be a mis- 
take. Someone important must make the 
decision to stop the presses and replate 
— i.e., make a new printing plate — then 
continue the press run. 

In addition to this, “Life" lied about it, 
claiming in a letter to a person who in- 
quired that no switch was made. This is 
documented in "JFK: The Mystery Unrav- 
eled,".* in which articles tljut have ap- 
peared in this newspaper arc reprinted.

Someone deliberately changed the pho- 
tos and the order to stop "Life's" presses 
had to come from ilic verv top. 

• "Fairy Tales." Everyone who has fol- 
lowed the various investigations of the as- 
sassination of JFK is aware of the attempts 
of New Orleans District Attorney Jim Gar- 
rison to prove a conspiracy. Garrison was 
unsuccessful, and his efforts were down- 
played and ridiculed by the Establishment 
media. 

In a nationally broadcast press confer- 
ence. Garrison said, in part:

The difference, he said, is that die CIA. 
as on institution, hud no reason to w ant in 
assassinate President Kennedy. "He 
their kind of president."

Garrison went on to explain how stories 
about Lee I Iarvey Oswald os presented by 
the Establishment media and Ihe Warren 
Commission could ik>i be true because of 
evidence he had developed. He showed, 
among other things, how a bullet could not

have done what the Warren Commission 
said it did — i.e.. kill the president and 
wound then-Gov. John Connaily — and re- 
main virtually intact. 

He said: "I want to assure you that, as 
long a.\ I am alive, no one is going to stop 
me from seeing that you obtain the full 
truth, nothing less than the full truth— and 
no fairy tales." 

• "Flattering" Hut Impossible. When 
ihe Warren Commission announced that 
lha Mannlichcr-Cnrcano rifle allegedly 
fired by Lee Harvey Oswald was the one 
and only gun responsible for JFK's mur- 
der, it lied. The rifle said to have been the 
murder weapon could not possibly have 
performed as the Warren Commission said 
it did. 

Who would understand the capabilities 
of the Mannlichcr-Carcano better than 
anyone? How about the director-general of 
the company that manufactures the rifle? 

Interviewed following the assassination. 
Ik told two reporters that the Mannlichcr- 
Carcano identified as the murder weapon 
(the rifle manufactured by his company) 
could not perform in the manner described 
in American newspapers. 

"It was certainly most fiahering." said 
the arms manufacturing official about the 
reports of his company's rifle's perfor- 
mance. "But as a matter of record," he 
said “the i*nic lapse between two entree* 
utive shois fired by the Manntichcr-Car- 
cauo rifle (which wux used by more than 6 
million Italian soldiers in two world wars) 
was always more than 13 seconds." 

(Parenthetically, the two shuts being 
discussed were the second and third shuts 
of I Ik Warren Commivstoii report, These 
were the llrsl two shots recorded on the . 
Zapruder film.) 

With that statement, the Mannlichcr- 
Carcano official made liars of the mem- 
bers of the Warren Commission, who had 
Lee Haney Oswald firing two of the three 
shots he is alleged to have fired in 1 2 sec- 
onds. 

There was no mention of this interview 
in the American Establishment media. 

• Kennedy’s brain "disappears." Is 
Dr. Frankenstein alive and well and work- 
ing Tor the CIA? According to Mary 
Shelly. Frankenstein set out to find a brain 
for the famous fictional monster. But ap- 



parently brain stealing isn't just a province 
of fiction writers. 

In February of 1985, attorney Mark 
Lane was interviewed for the radio show 
"Spotlight on the News." In lhal interview 
lie revealed a number of facts generally 
unknown by the American public. 

Lane said that during the autopsy the 
president's brain was removed from his 
body and placed in a stainless steel con- 
tainer with Formalin. Fonnalin "sets" the 
brain so it can be sliced and examined. 

The body was buried without the brain. 
Lane said. Hie bruin remained In the Na- 
tional Archives, under lock and key, in a 
vault. 

Later a test called a neutron activation 
analysis wux perfected, ll‘s a most remark- 
able detective device, according to Lane. 
With this device, scientist* look a hair 
from Napoleon's head in the mausoleum 
and could tell how much arsenic had been

• Deadly Connectiun. Warning: Being 
associated (even tangentially) with the as- 
sassination of Kennedy could be haz- 
ardous to your health. In the years since 
the death of JFK. at least 29 people con- 
nected in some way with the shooting 
have themselves died— many of them 
under suspicious circumstances. 

Lee Harvey Oswald was gunned 
down by Jack Ruby in a passageway 
beneath the Dallas police building. 
How Ruby gained access to the pas- 
sageway remains a mystery, 
r* ‘ iack* Rh by sentenced to death f ■ 
for Oswald's murder. He later died— 
officially of cancer — while awaiting a » 
new trial.

Sam “Mo mo" Giancana was mur- 
dered on June 19. 1975. Just days I 
fore he was to testify about his dealings 
with ihc CIA in the alleged plot to kill 
Castro, he was gunned down in his own 
kitchen. 

Johnny Rosclli was found dead — ’ 
from foul play— on August 7, 1976. He 
was Giancana's closest friend and dis- 
appeared shortly after word leaked out 
he was scheduled to appear before the 
same committee. 

Eryil “Evil" LeBaron was found 
dead on August 16. 1981. also the vic- 
tim of foul play. An FBI memp linked 
LeBuron to the JFK killing. 

Jitkk ZillUlVlli was found murdered in 
December of 1963. The day before Os- 
wald was shot. Zangctti told friends: 
“A man named Jack Ruby, will .kilLPs- 
wald tomorrow, and in a few days u 
mcmbcr^oLlhc^Frunk Sinatra family 
kidnaped to take soqic pf.thc at- 
tention away from the assassination.” 

On November 24. Oswald was 
killed. On December 8. Frank Sinatra 
Jr. was kidnaped. Two weeks later, 
Zangetii was found shot to death. 

Betty Moo ney MacDonald apparent- 
ly "committed suicide” in February. 
1964. A furmcr stripper in Jack Ruby's 
nightclub in Dallas, she had been to a 
party attended by Oswald. She was ar- 
rested and later found hanging in her 
’•cell. dead. r 

iiank Killam was found dead on 
March 17, 1964. He was the husband of . 
Wanda Killam. another stripper in 
Ruby's club. Killam was associated ; 
with John Carter, wIhj lived in the some 
rooming house as Oswald. 

Bill Hunter was killed in April. 1964. 
An award-winning newsman. Hunter 
had met with Ruby’s attorney at Ruby’s 
apartment only hours after Ruby shot 
Oswald. 

Gary Underhill was found dead on 
May 8. 1964. A CIA agent, he told 
friends he knew who killed JFK. 

Tom Howard died in March. 1965. 
Ruby's attorney, he met with newsman 
Bill Hunter. No autopsy was per- 
formed. » 

Ruse Chcrami- another stripper for 
Ruby, was killed on September 4. 1965. 
Two days before JFK was assassinated 
she told friemh the president was going 
to be lillCu. 

William Pit/er was found dead on 
October 29. J966. A Nuvy man, Pit/er 
had photographed the military-per- 
formed Kennedy autopsy. 

David Ferric died on February 21. 

1967. Feme was a CIA contract pilot 
who had flown into Cuba on secret 
missions. He was questioned by Garri- 
son in the assassination investigation. 

Eladio Del Vnllg was murdered on 
February 21. 1967, He had flown on se- 
cret missions to Cuba with Feme. 

P r . Mitry Skmiitn was murdered ill 
June. 1967. She wax also a friend of 
Ferric. She was shut to death. 

.Nicholas Chetu died in May. 

1968. Cltcita was the coroner who per- 
formed the autopsies on both Ferric and 
Dr. Sherman. 

Clyde Johnson was murdered in July, 

1969. He had attended panics with Fer- 
rie. Ruby and Oswald. 
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A. Niiitccr died on l-ebruary 
22. 1974. lie had been secretly taped 
describing how JJK would be killed. 

ClilY Shaw died on August 15. 1974. 
He had been prosecuted by Garrison for 
involvement in a conspiracy to kill the 
president. 

fk ilfia; dc Mohrensduldt . wlui con- 
irollcd Oswald’s movements in Dallas 
for the CIA. apparently "committed 
suicide" on March 29, 1967 only hours 
alter it was revealed he was to be called 
as a witness by the House Special 
Committee on Assassinations, 

Carlos f'rn) Socarras. was another ap- 
parent "suicide.” lie was a one-time 
business associate of Ruhy.
